Ymorican <:; nsumers. Lightly 
lie has paid somewhat higher 
prices for food and perhaps 
waited for delivery of a new 
car. Hut the first specific restr 
iction s fall on two typically Am 
erican luxuries if anyone now¬ 
adays can define a luxury’ gas¬ 
oline and silk stockings. 

Perversely enough, the initial 
reaction is to send people hur¬ 
rying* to the filling: stations and 
the hosiery counters to stock 
up. Thus for the first dav the 
7 o’clock closimr which was in¬ 
tended to reduce gasoline con¬ 
sumption is reported to have 
increased sales considerably. 
And stores find themselves ob¬ 
liged to limit the number of 
pairs of hose sold to each cus¬ 
tomer. 

This is not an auspicious be¬ 
ginning for a test of democracy 
The practical shutdown of the 
<\\k industry and the limitat¬ 
ions on motor fuel are relatively 
mild measures taken to con¬ 
serve important resources for 
defense. If these measures do 
not work, rationing* must follow 
on these and probably . other 
items. Rationing* may be the 
fairer way and the ultimately 
necessary wav. hut one cannot 
escape a conviction that if the 
Amen can people understood 
the dangrer from without and 
the necessity of preserving: de¬ 
mocracy within, they would re 
spond more heartily to the ap¬ 
peal for voluntary restraint.

Issued bv the direction of 
Hon I). B. MacMillian, Minis¬ 
ter of Agriculture. 

General: The crop situation 
in Alberta has not declined mat¬ 
erially sine* the last report. 
Modemting temperatures iier- 
niitted crops to recover from 
the intense heat of mid-July, 
undalt hough moisture has been 
entirely lacking: or limited to 
ligfht showers grain is reported 
to be filling fairly well. Crops 
are maturing rapidly—already 
reports of considerable cutting 
hav* been received especially of 
barley, and early wheat fields 
in all sections of th* Province. 
Cutting is likely to l)e general 
about August 12th unless a 
marked change i n weather oc¬ 
curs. There are few reports of 
probable yields. In the central 
eastern section -wheat yields are 
estimated at an average of a- 
bout 5 bushels, while in the 
area north and east of Edmon¬ 
ton yields of from b() to 70 p.c 
of those of last year are men¬ 
tioned. The Peace River district 
and a strip across the south¬ 
ern part of the Province promis 
es tlie best yields. In both areas 
average to good crop conditions 
obtain. 

Damage to crops is limited 
almost entirely to Western 
Wheatstem Sawfly. This, pest 
is prevalent in the south and 
is reported to be causing ser¬ 
ious damage in some areas. A 
few hail storms are reported 
and these have been limited in 
extent, and any damage has 
been of a minor nature. 

Pastures have withstood the 
drought very well indeed. Poe¬ 
tically all correspondents while 
reporting pastures drv say that 
feed is adequate. The second 
cutting of alfalfa is patchy rang 
ing from good to very poor. 

The condition of live stock is 
satisfactory despite the drou¬ 
ght. There is plenty of feed on 
pastures although in manV* ar¬ 
eas it is very dry. No reports 
cf lack of feed have been re- 
cived alf hough concern is ex¬ 
pressed in some areas about the 
winter feed situation. At sever¬ 
al points farmers ar* endeav¬ 
ouring to meet this situation by 
cut»ng grain crops for feed.
